AN OFFICIAL HISTORY 

SWLFC were formed at the Star Inn f: u 1 .- l i“ j 

Public House in Rotherham 1971 after jy >j ,? 

a charity match between men and j ft lill-c•> 
women at the pub. The team was 
initially named 'Star Ladies'. It wasn't 
long before the side joined the I 
Sheffield Ladies League and when this 1— 
league was disbanded they joined the Nottinghamshire League which was later 
renamed the East Midlands Ladies League. 

In 1983 they became members of the Women's Premier League. They took the 
name Sheffield Wednesday Ladies in 1985 and then subsequently when the FA 
created the Axa FA Women's League Sheffield Wednesday Ladies became founder 
members and have continued in this league to the current day. In 1994 they 
successfully gained promotion to the FA Women's Premier League where they 
competed against the top clubs in the women's game. 

They are currently in the FA Women's League Northern Division and hope to 
achieve promotion back to the top level. 

SWLFC are managed by Christine McCann who joined her hometown club from 
Ilkeston Town in January 2003. She successfully attracted several new players to the 
club for the 2003/04 season to provide experience to compliment the successful 
youth policy which has seen several youngsters break into the senior team from the 
under 16's within the last year. The side are optimistic of making progress in 2004/5 
with McCann again successfully attracting several new players from Women's Premier 
Division clubs Leeds and Doncaster Rovers Belles. Last Season also saw the Owls make 
breakthroughs in cup competitions, reaching the fifth round of the Women's FA Cup 
and the final of the Sheffield and Hallamshire County Cup where they lost 2-4 to their 
local Yorkshire rivals Doncaster Rovers Belles. 

SWLFC have had many players capped for England at all levels and currently have 
Sarah Smith and Leanne Severns capped at under 19 and under 16 level for England. 
They also have a thriving youth policy with teams at under 10,12,14 and under 16 
levels.
